Dougall, Queen’s University econ- 
omist and author, was refused hear- 
ing on the railway wage case before 
the National War Labor Board on 
Saturday, when Mr. Justice M. B.

that the police and fire unions be 
permitted to continue negotiations 
further with the city, and that this 
federation give their fullest sup- 
port to the dissenting unions.” 

The commissioners in their re- 
port point out the adjustments 
made in the negotiations in con- 
verting the monthly rate increase

‘Nazis Bolster Home Front 


With Reports of Atrocities

LISBON, May 8.—(AP)—Nazi Germany has launched 


a new atrocity campaign on 


a broad front, not so much in 


acts of commission, but in charges against the Allies. 


Heretofore the Nazis have re- 
lied largely on Aliied post-war 
planners for ammunition with 
which to scare Germans into a 
last-ditch resistance mood. All 
plans to dismember Germany, all 
suggestions that Germans must 
be re-educated by foreigners, all 
demands that Germans be steril- 
ized or transported to Russia to 
rebuild war-torn areas; all blue- 
prints for permanent dismantling 
of Germany’s key industries were 
given the widest possible circula- 
tion inside Germany. 

Intensified air warfare, however, 
apparently has neutralized the ef- 
fectiveness of such hypodermic 
injections, 

NAZIS SAY “SO WHAT” 

German workers whose factories 
and homes have just been destroy- 
ed by bombs probably are saying 
‘so what” to news that the Allies 
are planning to transform Germany 
into an agricultural land, Stronger 
medicine is needed. 

Accordingly, Propaganda Minister 
Goebbels’ writers are taking full 
advantage of the fact that Germany 
now is on the retreat and in a pédsi- 
tion to talk about the “ruthless be- 
havior of enemy occupying forces.” 

The biggest splash on front 
pages is being given to reports 
of fiendish barbarities of Soviet 
troops and accompanying Ogpu 
detachments in Poland, the 
Ukraine and Bessarabia. The re- 
ports reach fantastic heights of 
sadistic description. 

Newspaper accounts give clear 
indication that German morale is 
sinking so low the Nazis feel they 
must convince the man in the street 
that a fate worse than death awaits 
his children if Germany capitulates.

Blacklisting means that 
ment officials consider they have 
adequate evidence that the con- 
cerns are co-operating with the 
enemy in such a manner as to con- 
tribute to the support of his war 
machine. 

The sanctions applied range 
from denial of all facilities to 
such firms in the United States 
to the threat of post-war penal- 
ties which will place those firms 
at a competitive disadvantage in 
the early months of economic re- 
construction.

FORCES, May 8&.—(CP)—One of the underground head- 
quarters on this beachhead was dug by Canadian engineers, 
a section of a Canadian drilling company which has been 
out here since the start of the Sicilian campaign and has 
done special jobs throughout liberated areas of Italy. 


This company repaired the road 
north of Taermina in Sicily by 
drilling into a sheer cliff face, 
and since has been engaged most- 


ly on the British 8th Army front 
in Italy. 

The men are mostly hard-rock 
miners from Northern Ontario and 
Quebec, They are under command 
of Lieut. Archie Cormie, a mining 
}engineer, .ormerly of Winnipeg

The beachhead is honeycombed | 
with old underground workings in} 
soft sandstone formations, and Can- 
}adians in their excavations often 
come upon ancient Roman work 
ings. They have found pottery of a

Above were familiar features 
of the beachhead—military posi- 
tions camouflaged against obser- 
vation but not immune from 
shells. Below was a scene remin- 
iscent of any mine. Muscular men 
stripped to the waist were drilling 
into the rock. 

Because the rock is so soft, they 
were obliged to drill only one-third 
as many holes as in hard-rock min- 
jing. They were assisted by a party

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A Lead for Edmonton 


A group of Montreal people have appar- 
ently found out how to finance the build- 
ing of low-rental houses with Dominion 
assistance up to 90 per cent of the total 
capital outlay. 

When the matter came up in parliament 
the Minister of Finance said he hoped the 
Montreal undertaking would “serve as a 
model and encourage public-spirited citi- 
zens in Ottawa and other communities to 
organize for the same purpose. The Gov- 
ernment would be prepared to consider 
favorably the extending of the plan to 
Ottawa and any other centre where this is 
done.” 

This should be of interest to people in 
Edmonton, and ta the city council. If pri- 
vate organizations can secure this measure 
of assistance from the federal treasury, 
there is no reason to suppose like assist- 
ance would be denied to a municipality in 
the financing of any housing scheme based 
on its needs, present and definitely prospec- 
tive. The broad conclusion is that there is 
no longer any financial “bottleneck” to 
house-building. 

Edmonton’s council should look into the 
Montreal project, either with a view to 
starting a municipal scheme or of making 
full information available to private citi- 
zens. Edmonton needs low-rental houses. 
As the Dominion is willing to loan 90 per 
cent of the cost, only the limitations of 
jabor and material supplies restrict the 
speed with which the needed houses can 
be brought into being.

Let’s Finish the Job 


Edmonton has been lagging in the Vic- 
tory Loan procession, Sales here at the end 
of the second week were away below the 
per centage for the province, and for the 
Dominion, This is another way of saying 
that not enough Edmonton people have 
bought bonds, or that the purchasers have 
not bought as heavily on the average as 
people elsewhere. 

The corrective of course is more buy- 
ers, and more generous buying, in the 
closing days of the campaign. This is to be 
expected, for Edmonton has not as a rule, if 
ever, been among the cities “out in front” 
in the early stages of a bond drive, but has 
always reached and passed its quota. It 
Wil undoubtedly reach the mark this time 
also. 

It is by no means the strongest reason 
for buying bonds; but it is none the less 
worth noting that the prestige of the city 
is in some measure affected by its re- 
sponse to this nation-wide appeal for 
funds, This city is and has been for many 
months one of the busiest places in all Can- 
ada, Employment is not only general, but 
almost universal. The business turn-over 
has been enormous. In great degree the 
activity here has been due to the spend- 
ing of money raised through bond sales, A 
corresponding proportion of the proceeds 
of the present issue will be spent here. 

For these reasons, as well as because 
Victory bonds are a safe and profitable 
investment and because the war effort 
must be financed, all Edmonton people who 
can do so should buy bonds, and buy as 
many as they can pay for.

Remember Our Prisoners 


Col. Ralston, Acting Prime Minister, 
spoke words of soberness to the members 
of parliament the other day on the inad- 
visability of discussing at present what 
should be done with the Japanese residing 
in Canada at the close of the war. With 
thousands of Canadian prisoners in Jap- 
anese hands that is a subject which must 
be dealt with tactfully by public represent- 
atives., 

Most Canadians have quite positive 
views on the question and no harm may 
come of unofficial expression of these 
views, But members of parliament speak 
with official status, and what they say is 
likely to be interpreted as indicating what 
the policy of the country is to be. What is 
known as to the treatment accorded to 
Canadian and other Allied prisoners by the 
Japanese is sufficient warning against any 
pretext being given for further and even 
harsher exhibitions of race hatred at their 
expense, 

There is only too,much reason to sus- 
pect that Tokyo would rather welcome any 
excuse to cut down rations, or otherwise 
Save money and materials and bother by 
skimping the provision it makes for 
prisoners of war. Nor it is to be forgotten 
that overt acts of mistreatment seem agree- 
able to the Japanese nature. 

Remembering these things, the less that 
is said in parliament that could incite Jap- 
anese feeling against our prisoners, or 
those of any of the Allied nations, the bet- 
ter, These men—and women—are hostages 
in Japanese power, We cannot at present 
release them, But nothing should be said 
in official circles which might make their 
lot still harder than it is.

Quebec Backs One Reform 


Premier Godbout of Quebec stated that 
he is negotiating with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment with a view to having the pen- 
sion age reduced from seventy years to 
sixty-five. Quebec has been regarded in 
other provinces as being rather indifferent 
on the subject of social legislation, More 
than ordinary significance therefore may 
be seen in its endorsation of the proposal 
to cut down the age limit for pensioners. 


Any other province whose government 
does not back the proposal will have to 
admit that it is more reactionary than 
Quebec, 

It is to be hoped Premier Godbout is 
also having something to say in support 
of the idea that the pension scale should 
be revised upward. The pension rate in 
Quebec was stated by one member of the 
legislature to be $17.62 per month. Pre- 
sumably that is the maximum. If so, the 
old age pension—at any age—in that prov- 
ince is hopelessly out of line with present- 
day cost of living. A rate of $50 per month 
is none too high to provide a decent living 
for a person having no other income. Que- 
bec may be an exception, but in most parts 
of Canada that is the smallest amount on 
which a man or woman can live in reason- 
able comfort. 

Both as to the pension age and the pen- 
sion scale, the provinces have a legitimate 
right to present their views, so long as 
they have to help meet the cost. There is 
no reason to assume that the Dominion 
would refuse to agree to both a lower pen- 
sion age and a $50 per month maximum 
rate if the provinces join to urge these 
changes. But the Dominion has not tried 
to force the hands of the provincial auth- 
orities, and unless these sponsor the 
changes there is little prospect of the two- 
way revision being sata immediately.

But Spring is the consummate 
product of countless centuries, The 
earth has labored for a million 
years to bring forth the perfection 
of a flower, Scores of thousands of 
seasons have come and gone, the 
sun has risen and set many billion 
times, the winds have ground the 
rocks to earth, over tremendous 
ages, that the roses may appear 
upon your wall, 

And so Spring, being a perma- 
nent and orderly feature of this 
material world, while human strife 
is no more than an eruption of dis- 
order, is a highly important event 
in our lives.

Moreover, Spring, being a face- 
tious season, for all its permanence, 
does quaint and sometimes jocular 
things to men, 

Some 564 years ago, in or about 
the year 1380, Geoffrey Chaucer 
began his great Canterbury Tales 
with these words: 

“Whan that Aprille with his show- 
ers swoot 

The drought of Marche hath 
perced to the root, 


Then longen folk to go on pilgrim-

And I don’t suppose there has 
ever been a finer definition of the 
urges of Spring. 

In all truth, Spring does drive to 
the surface of man’s heart all the 
nobler impulses of which he is cap- 
able. It sets up a nearly divine 
restlessness. It impels movement, 
growth, accomplishment, 

The dead earth stirs and gives 
up the greenery that has been 
sleeping in its bosom, The sap rises 
in the trees. The leaves unfurl. 
The blossoms break out in all their 
varied colors,

You will note that Chaucer has 
detected the religious significance 
of the vernal restlessness, And I 
think he has given it quite proper 
emphasis, For the esctasies of 
Spring are undoubtedly of a

I would not be counted among 
those pagans who worship Nature, 
But surely the balmy air, the warm 
breezes and the fragrant exhilara- 
tions of this season are an invita- 
tion to join with Nature in worship- 
ping God, 

So far as the urge to travel is 
concerned, Chaucer is unhappily 
right. And I fear I have no more 
bitter quarrel with the Germans 
than that their depredations have 
restricted my right to be where I 
would choose to be at this season, 

It adds insult to the injury that 
the Germans should be infesting 
Paris, of all places, where Spring 
has a peculiarly magic quality. 

I know of no place on earth 
where May adds such amazing 
sweetness to the landscape, such an 
intoxicating vigor to the air, such 
a virile consciousness of well-being 
as in the Tuileries Gardens or on 
the pathways of the Bois. 

It is one of the grossest of their 
manY crimes that these uncouth 
barbarians should be lolling or

Under the compensating influ- 
ence of the floricultural passion 
that seizes, at this time of year, him 
who has passed into the “season of 
mists and mellow fruitfulness”, I 
was inclined to regard Mr, Hutchi- 
son's article rather highly. For this 
gentleman took the position that 
the dandelion was really a lovely 
and a graceful flower and that only 
our familiarity with it had bred 
contempt, I felt at the time that 
this was a lofty view, a most ex- 
alted bit of backyard philosophy 
entirely in keeping with the 
homely zeal wherewith every nor- 
mal male of mature years wallows 
in the warm earth, come May. 

I felt that this was a noble 
enunciation of natural catholicity, 
a gracious and undiscriminating 
love for all growing things whose 
consummation is reached, I sup- 
pose, in the inspired if somewhat 
saccharine lines of Keats: 


I cannot see what flowers are at 

my feet, 

what soft incense hangs 

upon the boughs, 

But, in embalmed darkness, guess 
each sweet 

Wherewith the seasonable month 

endows 
The grass, the thicket, 
fruit-tree wild; 

White hawthorn, and the pastoral 

eglantine; 
Fast-fading violets cover’d up in 
leaves;

Boys Suffer From Lack 
Of Masculine Pattern 
and Companionship 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 
To get more fathers into the life 

of the family and out from behind 
their newspapers has long been an 
aim of specialists in child guidance, 
They have urged that children be 
allowed to stay up later so that 
fathers might see them after work, 
declaring that children need both 
parents, and that in too many fam- 
ilies mother has been the one to 
play the games, tell the stories, and 
make the trips to the park. 

Now fathers are more than ever 
out of the picture—in the armed 
services, or absent on war jobs, 
And in the opinion of one of the 
specialists the effect on the emo- 
tional development of children— 
particularly of boys—is “one of the 
very serious problems that have 
arisen in our homes in the present 
war.” 

This specialist has seen a great 
many children whose fathers are 
absent, has noted the ensuing loss 
of security, and feels strongly that 
something should be done about 
it. “In homes where the father 
is away,” he says, “some father 
substitute must be found if it is at 
all possible. Men who are relatives 
or close friends should spend as 


temporarily fatherless children and 
make every effort to get close to 
them, 

The substitute father is more im- 
portant for boys than for girls~— 
particularly for boys between the 
ages of 5 and 15. The boy's need 
is for a masculine pattern, in order 
to develop his own masculinity. It 
is around 5 that little boys begin 
to look up to them, to try to do 
things the way their fathers do, to 
act and talk like them; and this 
is the stage when, if his own father 
is absent, someone must supply the 
masculine pattern the child needs. 


Companionship 

Men don't think of offering to 
give a child this companionship, 
and mothers feel that to ask it 
would be an imposition. 

A mother whose husband is in 
the service may hesitate to ask her 
brother-in-law to give any time to 
her boy; perhaps he has little free 
time, perhaps he has children of 
his own, Yet, if once a week this 
uncle would take the youngster to 
the park or to the ball game along 
with his own children and give 
him a little extra attention, this 
would be better than nothing. 

The specialists in child guidance 
sees this as a war duty as im- 
portant as air-raid warden or any 
other voluntary service. 

Men should not wait for mothers 
to come and ask them, they should 
volunteer this companionship. 

It is the strong man stuff that 
little boys need and that mothers 
can't supply—a man playing ball 
with them, catching them on the 
slide. They need the casual rough- 
housing that fathers are so good 
at—and that sends little boys into 
shrieks of delight. They need a 
man who will take them to do 
“men's things” in a “man’s way” 
—sometimes grandfathers can do 
all this for a little boy, and often 
no one can do it as well, 

It all adds up to a masculine pat- 
tern on which depends an im- 
portant part of the emotional de- 
velopment of a whole generation 
of growing boys. 


Mother's Part 


The specialist in child guidance 
has some suggestions for mothers 
too, Often a family must move to 
new and smaller quarters, but in 
every way possible he advises that 
the father’s presence should be 
maintained. If you don’t have to 
move, he says, don't pack away al! 
of father’s clothes, Even if you do

Editor, Bulletin: Here is a copy 
of a letter which has been sent to 
the Hon, E. C, Manning in regard 
to day nurseries— 

“Dear Mr. Manning: 

“The Ladies’ Jay Cee Club is a 
group of young women composed 
largely of the wives of the mem- 
bers of the Edmonton Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, In addition 
it is comprised of a number of 
young business women interested 
in working for the betterment of 
the City of Edmonton and the prov- 
ince as a whole. The’ organization 
has been making a study during 
the past year of juvenile delin- 
quency and particularly of child 
welfare, As a result of our studies 
we concluded that Day Nurseries 
were urgently needed in Edmon- 
ton, and a brief was submitted to 
you in this connection last fall. 

“This letter is to protest against 
the decision of the Provincial Ad- 
visory Committee’ in not recom- 
mending the opening of Day Nurs- 
éries in Edmonton and Calgary 
Our reasons are briefly as follows: 

“1. According to the report of the 
decision of the committee, their 
decision was based largely on the 
answers received to a question- 
naire published as an advertise- 
ment in the newspapers in the two 
cities. In our opinion these adver- 
tisements were not of the nature to 
attract any widespread attention 
and a very unfair basis upon which 
to make a decision. We feel that 
these advertisements were simply 
a waste of public money. They 
were probably not even seen by 
the majority of working mothers 
who desperately need Day Nursery 
accommodation, 

“2. No mention is made in the 
reports on the decision of the brief 
submitted by the Edmonton Coun- 
cil of Social Agencies or of surveys 
made in Edmonton schools, or of 
the survey made in a sample area 
in Edmonton. The Council of So- 
cial Agencies was formed to be an 
authoritative body on the need and 
organization of welfare services in 
Edmonton, The people working 
with this council are well qualified 
to investigate such matters. The 
same cannot however be said of 
the Provincial Advisory Committee 
as a whole. Why does the Com- 
mittee appear then to ignore the 
findings of a group of people who 
have made a long and deep study 
of the situation? 

"3. The very fact that the de- 
cision against the opening of Day 
Nurseries arrived at by a majority 
of only one on the Committee signi- 
fies that there was certainly no 
clear cul opinion even in the Com- 
mittee as to the advisability of not 
opening Day Nurseries, 

“In conclusion therefore we 
strongly urge that you as head of 
the government in Alberta, refuse 
to accept the decision of this com- 
mittee unless the committee is pre- 
pared to give much more valid and 
stronger reasons for their decision 
than has been published in the 
press to date,

“The result of the survey done by 
the Edmonton School Board on be- 
half of the Council of Social Agen- 
cies to ascertain the need for be- 
fore and after care for school chil- 
dren is an indication of the diffi- 
culty mothers are faced with if 
they are employed during the day, 
As the Edmonton City Council has 
recognized the need in this city 
for one or more day nurseries, the 
executive of the University Wo- 
men’s Club has instructed me to 
write to you and urge that the 
Executive Council of the Provincial 
review carefully the 
brief presented by the Council of 
Social Agencies, together with any 
such other briefs as may have been 
submitted, 

“We hope that a careful study of 
all data submitted, together with 
the minority report from the Pro- 
vincial Advisory Committee will 
result in prompt action to establish 
facilities to care for the children 
of women who are filling the places 
of men in the fighting forces.

Soviet Charges 
102,000 Persons 
Slain by Nazis 


LONDON, May 8—~(CP)—More 
than 102,000 civilians and prison- 
ers of war were murdered by the 
Germans in the Rovno region of 
pre-war Poland, a Soviet extraor- 
dinary commission for investiga- 
tion of German atrocities charged 
yesterday. It named the alleged 
perpetrators of the crimes. 

The commission declared in a 
5,000-word statement that many per- 
sons were forced to dig their own 
graves and that some of 102,000 
bodies showed evidences of having 
been tortured. 

The statement, broadcast by Mos- 
cow radio, said some 49,000 bodies 
were found in “the timber dump in 
Byeli street in Royno, and 32,500 
were in the allotments (vegetable 
gardens). Five-hundred were in the 
territory of Rovno prison.” 
WITNESS QUOTED 

The commission quoted one wit- 
ness: 


“IT frequently saw how Ukrain- 
fans, Russians, Poles and. Jews— 
Soviet citiens—were killed. They 


usually were brought to the place 
of execution, forced to dig their 
graves and then forced to undress 
and lie face downward in the 
graves, 

They were shot in the back of 
the head with tommy guns. Then 
another layer of people were dis- 
posed of, Others were killed with 
exhaust gas in sealed trucks.” 

I'he report said: 

“The fact that these crimes were 
carried out in the place of resi- 
dence of the former Reich commis- 
sur of the Ukraine, Erich Koch, 
provides yet another proof that all 
of these crimes were carried out 
according to a plan for the exter- 
mination and for the devastation of 
Soviet territory, elaborated and put 
into execution by the Hitlerite gov- 
ernment.”

But there is another aim not less 
important than the restoration of 
our material well-being, and that is 
to ke@p our people fully employed. 

Here is the heart of the British 
economic problem: the country has 
to buy food and raw materials on 
a large scale from the rest of the 
world. It makes no difference whe- 
ther they come from the Dominions 
or the British colonies or from for- 
eign countries, They still have to 
be paid for. 

Before the war we paid for 


these imports to the tune of more 
than $4,000,000,000 a year in three 
ways, The principal method was 
by selling our own products to 
foreign countries. But we bought 
far more than we sold, We made 
up the difference by using the 
income from our foreign invest- 
ments and the earnings derived 
from shipping and other foreign 
services, After the war these 
sources of national purchasing 
power will be much reduced, 

But if we are to buy as much 
from abroad as we did in pre-war 
days we shall have to sell more of 
our products in foreign markets. 
Unless we can do that we shall not 
achieve either full employment or 
our pre-war standard of life. 
INCREASE PROSPERITY 

As far as Britain is concerned, 
our natueal inclination is to do 
everything in our power to promote 
an expanding world economy and a 
steadily-rising level of general pros- 
perity. What we hope to see afier 
the war is a state of economic secur- 
ity and stability, which will encour 
age investment and stimulate trade 
on the widest possible basis. That 
does not mean that we are opposed 
to the growth of new industries in 
undeveloped areas, Industrialization 
is one of the means of increasing 
living standards and therefore of 
enabling countries to buy more 
freely abroad.

Precision Bombing

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City Gets Priority 
For Mosquito Oil 


Prioritw for the purchase of 300 
barrels of mosquito oil has been 
granted to the city of Edmonton by 
the Dominion oil controller for use 
in a mosquito nuisance abatement 
campaign this year. It was stated 
in the city commissioners’ report 
being submitted to the city council 
Monday night. 

This oil will be available for ap- 
plication to sloughs or other water 
surfaces providing labor man be 
supplied for applying it. 

Recently the city engineer, A. 
W. Haddow, reported to council 
that it would not be possible to 

obtain equipment for a serious 
campaign against the mosquito 
this year. However, council in- 
structed the commissioners to 
bring in a report on the carrying 
out of a modified campaign to be 
conducted in co-operation with 
interested organizations. 

In the’ report from the commis- 
sioners it is suggested that watering 
cans might be used for applying 
this oil to water surfaces within the 
city limits that might be breeding 
places for mosquitoes,

They will be ambassadors of good- 
will between the old land and the 
new, and will use their persuasive 
powers to bring their parents and 
families to make their homes in 
this great land, 

“This is a great land, capable of 
making wonderful homes. We are 
looking to Old Country people to 
help us build it up, in the years 
following the war.” 

Paying tribute to the heroic de- 
fence of Britain by the Royal Air 
Force in the dark days following 
Dunkirk, Mr. Fallow said Old 
Countrymen dared to stand alone 
against the might of Germany and 
her Luftwaffe, 


STOOD ALONE 

“Great Britain stood alone, a 
bulwark between the old and new 
worlds, a barrier between a ruth- 
less enemy who sought to destroy 
everything near and dear. When 
the story of the war is writtdn, this 
will be the brightest page in his 
tory.” 

It is the hope of Canadians that 
when the war is over, our fighting 
men who have married in England 
will bring their brides to this coun- 
try, and that our Canadian girls 
who have married Englishmen also 
will persuade their husbands to 
come to Canada, to help develop 
our boundless natural resources, 
Mr. Fallow remarked,

Names of the honor roll were 
read by Roman Hauptman, ’presi- 
dent of the Polish Veterans’ So- 
ciety, which sponsored the meeting. 
Of the 200 men, representing the 

Canadian navy, army and air force, 
12 have been killed in action and 
three are missing. 

“The spirit of freedom which was 
so instrumental in creating the 
constitution of May 3, 1791, told us 
in 1939 to fight for freedom,” said 


Dr. Juliusz Szygowski, Western 
Canada Polish consul, from Winni- 
peg. 


“We appreciate the Polish people 
—your patriotism, your love of 
adopted or native land. You have 
enriched Canada with Polish cul- 
ture,” Lieutenant Governor Bowen 
said, “Let us pledge ourselves to be 
always on guard for liberty,” said 
the Rev. J. Rosiecki, Polish priest 
at Holy Rosary church. Hon, C, E, 
Gerhart, minister of municipal af- 
fairs in the provincial government 
brought official greetings.

Canada Facing 
Difficult Year 
For Manpower 


Indications point to the most 
difficult year that has yet been 
faced in providing manpower for 
Canadian industry, according to a 
letter received by William Car- 
nill, manager of the local office 
of the National Selective Service 
Commission, from A. MacNamara, 
deputy minister of labor, Ottawa. 
Appreciation for efficient handl- 
ing of labor situation is expressed 
in the letter received by Mr. Car- 
nill, but warning of most difficult 
days ahead is stressed. Mr. Mac- 
Namara states “Over and above 
the problem of providing man- 
power for industry, we must find 
98,000 men in top physical condi- 
tion for the armed forces this year. 

“Already the necessities of war 
require that large numbers of new 
men and women have to be sent 
back into plants where there was a 
layoff a few months ago. Ten thous- 
and men and women are needed 
immediately for heavy shell manu- 
facture. 

Packing plants are desperate for 
help. Railways are pressing for men 
for shop and track work. Base metal 
mining is short 2,000 men. We know 
that foundries and agricultural im- 
plement plants are short. I can 
mention many others. We must find 
a quarter of a million men for agri- 
culture.” 


TEMPORARY LULL 

In his‘letter he states that “Dur- 
ing the winter we have enjoyed a 
temporary lull from the necessity 
of meeting acute emergency short- 
ages. In fact there has been too 
much talk of layoffs and unemploy- 
ment. Actually there have been few 
areas with a surplus labor supply 
and in few cases has the surplus 
been large. Furthermore, we are 
moving into a year which I am posi- 
tive will develop into a period of 
acute labor shortages to a degree 
undreamed of heretofore. 

“It is appreciated that local em- 
ployers of labor know the situation 
well and that the local Selective 
Service office has been unable to 
secure the proper types of labor 
However, a fair distribution of those 
available is being made in an effort 
to keep all industries satisfied and 
at least operating.”

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

The excuse most mothers have 
for continuing a bottle well be- 
yond the first year is. always that 
the baby needs the milk. They 


haven't the heart to take away 
the bottle because the baby 
seems to enjoy it so. 

This excuse breaks down when 
the child is 16 months old and 
weighs 32 pounds and is quite cap- 
able of taking all the milk it must 
have by way of the solid foods. 

Mrs. R. M. writes, “I have en- 
joyed your department for years 
but have never written to you be- 
fore. 1 have always been able to 
work things out. Now, I am asking 
you what to do about the bottle- 
habit, 

“My baby is 16 months old but 
when I put him to bed at night he 
| says, ‘milk, milk,’ and so I have to 
|give it to him, I have only been 
giving him an ounce or two at nap- 
time but at night he drinks seven 
or eight ounces, 

“He's always been a good baby, 
not one bit of trouble. He has al- 
ways slept all night and eats every- 
thing but eggs, which gag him, He 
does take them in custard, He says 
everything he hears, and has since 
the 14th month, He's an awfully big 
baby, weighed nine pounds at birth 
and 32 now.” 

What puzzles me is his ability to 
drink 8 ounces of milk after he has 
had his regular supper, presum- 
ably with a glass of milk. 

I could be of more help if I knew 
what you were feeding him, for 
probably the diet could stand im- 
provement if his capacity for milk 
at bedtime is so large. 

If you are feeding him three 
times a day and giving him a night 
meal that goes something like this: 
custard, or cottage cheese, bread or 
toast and butter, fruit sauce and 
one full glass of milk, and this at 6 
(o 6:30, at bedtime he couldn't swal- 
low seven or eight ounces of milk. 

I'd follow that practice and try 
offering just a nice drink of water, 
providing a few ounces of milk by 
bottle and reducing this by a little 
each night, 

When he asks for milk, say “Big 
boys drink water,” and I think, 
with his intelligence he'll not be too 
upset by the change,

“By a curious ruling that had all 
the earmarks of pre-arrangement, 
Speaker Dawson ruled the Wing- 
blade amendment out of order, and, 
more peculiar still, the members of

portant issues had questioned 
Speaker's ruling, accepted it 
without the faintest demur. 

“It would almost seem that this 
furnished an easy way by which 
they might drop this exceedingly 
‘hot potato’ and be safe from the 
necessity of declaring themselves 
either for or against the policy of 
the Associated Temperance Forces.” 

The reference is to a debate 
which took place in the Legis- 
lature on March 21. Mr. Davison 
had introduced a resolution call- 
ing for an investigation of the 
liquor situation in Alberta, A sub- 
amendment to it was introduced 
by the Rev. J. A. Wingblade, 
Social Credit M.L.A. for Wetask- 
iwin, asking that the sale of beer 
except for on-premises consump- 
tion, be subject to the same re- 
quirements as to permits and 
purchase that now apply to other 
liquors, and that hours of sale 
of liquor be limited to eight 
hours in any one day. 

Mr. Speaker Peter Dawson de 
clared the sub-amendment out of 
order, on the grounds it was cov- 
ered by a section of an amendment 
intvoduced by Hon. Solon E. Low 
provincial treasurer 

Speaking at the morning sitting 
in support of the temperance brief, 
Mr. Spence told of 422,000 gallons 
of alcohol being consumed in Al- 
beria last year. 

Military statistics have shown 
10 per cent of Canada’s young men 
are physically unfit, and one cause 
of this is the use of alcohol, it was 
stated, 


DISCUSSES STATISTICS 

Discussing Alberta statistics for 
last year, Mr. Spence said there 
were 800 addicts, 1,393 convictions 
for drunkeness, 1,294 convictions 
for bootlegging, and the province's 
drink bill was $23,000,000 

Instead of liquor control, we have 
a highly developed liquor selling 
system, said Mr. Spence. “We want 
more control put back into the law, 
and a little less sale.” 

More alcohol is being consumed 
in beer than in all other types of 
beverage combined, Mr. Spence de- 


clared, pointing to the increased 
sale of beer in the province 

Mayor Davison suggested at 
this point thta the increase in 


beer sales was partly attributable 
to improved conditions in busi- 
ness, and in the fact that people 
now have more money to spend. 

Agreeing to this suggestion, Mr 
Spence maintained his contention 
that the change in regulations in 
1934 was undoubtedly a factor in 
the increased sale of beer 


On a discussion of hours of sale 


of beer, Mr. Spence said the Al 
berta Liquor Control Board had 
“transcended” its powers under 
Section 17 of the Government 
Liquor Control Act |
